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Continuation of 13. Other: The amendment to claim 32 will be entered since it corrects some ambiguity in the claims by changing "the" first 
sensor to "a" first sensor, "the" second sensor to "a" second sensor, etc. and, while broadening the claim to use "comprises" language 
instead of "composed of, it does not require new search or further consideration of the references. 

The affidavit filed under 37 CFR 1.131 cannot be entered because it does not comply with formal matters: 

Specifically, 37 CFR 1.131 requires that "All the inventors of the subject matter claimed" must sign the affidavit, as described in MPEP 
715.04. Signature by less than all named inventors of the application is only accepted where it is shown that less than all named inventors 
of an application invented the subject matter of the claim or claims under rejection.
